How  to  Hoiltl  Houses, 

Tbe  following  admirable  article  on 
country  architecture  recently  appeared 
editorially  iu  the  New  York  Times  : 

Among  the  first  feelings  which  a  trav¬ 
eler  acknowledges  to  himself  after  return¬ 
ing  from  Europe  is  one  of  disappoint¬ 
ment  at  the  general  run  of  our  houses, 
especially  those  ia  the  country.  He 
misses  the  picturesqueuess  of  the  English 
cottage,  of  the  German  farmhouse,  the 
vine-grown  walls,  the  windows  project¬ 
ing  from  the  roofs,  the  low  height,  the 
shadow,  aud  quiet  toue  about  them-,  and 
the  irregular  form.  He  feds  ut  first  as 
if  he  would  give  all  -  the  staring,  formal 
villas  of  his  oountry  for  wue  little  jvy- 
grown  or  red -roofed  cottage  iu  an  English 
hawthorn  lane  or  a  green  German  valley. 
Rut  noon  experience  teaches  him  that  a 
country’s  architecture  is  to  a  large  de¬ 
gree  a  necessary  fruif  and  outcome  of  its 
circumstances.  We  have  u  peculiar  and 
difficult  climate  here,  and  must  first  of 
all  consider  it  iu  our  building.  There  is 
the  heat  of  the  tropics  in  the  Bummer, 
and  the  almost  Arctic  cold  in  thy  Winter. 
Wo  cannot  have  low  honsesjtyere,  for  the 
rooms  would  be  intolerable  in  Summer. 
Low,  shurp-gabled  cottagcR,  with  dormer 
windows  iu  the  roof,  are,  no  doubt,  pic¬ 
turesque,  but  they  menu  hot  chambers 
under  the  roof,  aud  low,  close  sitting- 
rooms.  Even  if  an  air-chamber  be  secur¬ 
ed  between  the  roof  aud  the  bed-room, 


ed  with  wood  in  the  Swiss 
4  with  very  pretty  effect.  Yet  6mall  house- 
!  builders  will  find  that  every  deviation 
from  tbe  ordiuury  style  is  expensive. 
Stone  alone  seems  often  damp  anti  (for 
•tome  unknown  reason)  Dot  so  complete¬ 
ly  water-tight.  A  red  roof  is  a  very 
pretty  feature,  but  if  of  tile  or  slate,  it 
is  expensive,  and  if  6f  shingles,  exposed 
,  to  rot.  It  seems  a  pity  that  the  modern 
1  black  and  blue  slate  has  ao  much  .token 
the  place  of  shiDglea  in  country  bouses. 
Piazzas  are  the  great  necessity  in  this 
climate,  and  the  prettiest  feature  in  our 
j  architecture  They  should  not,  how¬ 
ever,  be  built  on  the  south  side, Of  the 
building,  and  on  the  west  should  not  be 
/J  so  broud  as  to  exclude  ull  Winter  sun. 
A  balcony  for*  an  open-air  bn»ukfust 
would  be  an  exceedingly  pretty  feature 
in  our  best  villas. 

Of  raeaus  of  warming  a  small  couuiry- 
j  house  it  is  difficult  to  speak  "to  edifica¬ 
tion.”  Our  present  system  of  liot-uir 
furnaces  is  njiuous  to  health,  ai|d  de¬ 


structive  to  furniture.  The  old-fashion¬ 
ed  hall  stove  |s  preferable.  We  are  iD- 
el  n  d  to  fuvar  a  moderate  "portable  fur¬ 
nace,"  aud  then  sofip-stono  Franklins 
with  open  fires  for  the  sitting  and  btd 
rooms — to  be  replaced  by  grate  fjre*  in 
f-Bpring  and  Autumn,  with  a  "dumb-wai¬ 
ter”  from  the  cellar  to  lift  fuel  to  upper 
floors.  Most  people  unquestionably 
keep  their  houses  too  warm,  aud  with 
too  little  change  of  air.  Hotue-bitilding 
is  continually  improving  in  our  country 
districts,  and,  under  the  preeeut  cheap¬ 
er  cost  of  materials  and  labor,  we  shall 
soon  have  a  great  revival  of  Ibis  art,  and 
a  gradual  development  of  American  archi¬ 
tect  are.

A  moderate  use  of  wall-vinoa  is,  of  course 
permitted  under  these  conditions, 
auy  excessive  drapiDg.  with  ivy  or  creep¬ 
ers  breeds  insects  and  increases  damp¬ 
ness.  Tdc 'constant  liability  to  malaria, 
of  course,  modifies  all  our  modes  of 
building,  and  compels  us  to  ndmit  sun 
and  air.  *  Indeed,  it  will  be  noticed  now 
in  England  that  all  the  country  houses 
are  built  much  more  in  the  American  or 
French  style  than  formerly,  with  airy 
chambers,  high  stories,  and  much  open¬ 
ness  to  the  6un,  and  Summer  balconies 
for  shade. 

The  irregular  form  of  English  houses 
is  a  historical  Mature  ;  a  result  of  growth. 
It  appears  here  sometimes  where  an  old 
country  seat  has  been  enlarged  and  re¬ 
modeled,  nnd  is  wonderfully  attractive. 
But  it  is  exceedingly  inconvenient.  It 
requires  great  expense  in  the  care,  in 
lighting,  warming,  and  drainage.

A  Possible  Shot. 

In  the  contest  at  Dollymount  a  won¬ 
derful  improvement  was  manifest  on  the 
part  of  the  American  team.  Out  of  a 
possible  1,080,  967  points  were  scored  by 
onr  men.  What  is  meant  by  a  possible 
1,080  may  be  explained  as  follows  :  Each 
man  of  the  team  shot  fifteen  times  at 
,hree  different  raDges — 800,  900  and 
,000  yarde.  As  six  men  shot  forty-five 
"ime  each,  the  totul  shots  were  270  for 
each  team.  If  every  shot  fired  had  struck 
the  balls’  eye,  four  points  would  have 
,een  credited  to  tbo  marksman,  ond  a 
total  of  1,080  would  have  been  reached. 
The  actual  points  made  by  the  American 
team  were  967-t bat  is,  113  points  less. 
How  very  little  thisismiy  be  understood 
by  stating  that  if  ouly  twenty -one  outers 
counting  two  each  and  twenty-seven  cen 
ters  counting  three  each  had  been  made 
in  the  whole  shooting  this  difference  of 
113  would  have  been  accounted  for,  while 
not  a  shot  had  missed  the  target.  Tbe 
American  team  was  very  rarely  eff  the 
target.  As  it  is  the  overage  made  by  the 
victorious  team  is  within  a  fraction 
eighty-Diue  and  a  half  per  cent.,  which 
is  certainly  the  highest  team  score  ever 
recorded.  Last  year  the  total  score  of 
tbe  Irish  was  931,  being  two  more  than 
this  year,  which  was  929.  Their  percen¬ 
tage  is  a  trifle  over  eighty-six.
